TELEGRAPHIC DELAYS. 
CAUSE AND REMEDY 


Teicgraphic cofamunication has been 
in a very unsatisfactory eondition from 
the outbreak of the war During the 


period of hostilities the public bore it in 


a spirit of patriotinm, Inland telegrams 


arrived long afler the persons who sont 


them from distant places Large nim 


hers were vot put an the wires, but were 
despatched by rail, causing great incon. 
seniener Co the public in private and com 


mercial Ute, Stories of the post beating 


the telegraph service were numerous, and 
what was true of the inland service ap 


plied alyo te communications to and 


from all parts of he world. Newspapers 


suffered with the public, and it was all 
borne with remarkable forbearance. 
When the fighting ceased improvenrents 
were expected, but hope have been shat 
teed, and the public wants to know the 
reagosl 

Seeking information in_ official quar 
ters, a representative of The Datly Pete 
graph at the end of February was assur 
ed that the situation was showing some 
improvement, With regard to the inland 
services, during the war the staff both 
operating and engineering - was much de 
pleted Kvery effort was made to fill 
the gaps in the ranks by employing in 
experienced — people, including = many 
women, pensioners, and, in fact, anyene 
available, The inexperienced handy were 
hy no means satisfactory substitutes for 
the expert telegraphists and workanen 
who had been taken for the Royal Engine 
ers and who were absolutely essential for 
Army purposes. 

Nothing but what was absolutely im 
peralive was done to the plant during the 
war, abd the whole of if was nol main 
tained at the proper standard, Especial 
ly did this apply to ibe wires, This is 
new brought home by every storm, each 
oug finding the weak pointa und bring: 
ing about a hold-up that would not have 
occurred at a time when the plant was 
in a normal eondition. Depletion of staff 

revents prompt attention to breakdowns, 
This menus that there are more stoppages 
and they lust longer. 

Statistics show that there is an increaso 
of telegraphic work, more than ever be- 
fore in the history of the Post Office, 
notwithstanding a fall in Press work and 
public work, The increass is entirely duo 
tu the enormous number of Government 
messages, all of which, no matier how 
unimportant, have priority. A Govern 
ment official ‘was wired to overnight to 
pruoed to a distant northern town the 
following day, the telegram giving full 
instructions, Av the London terminus, 
when presenting his warrant, he was 
given a te am. directing him to a south 
cru town, the telegram detailing full in- 
structions. On arrival at the southern 
town he was met by the station-master with 
another telegram requesting his imune- 
diate return to London. Press telegrams 
show a reduction as compared with the 
period before tho war in the proportion 
of from thirteen to eight. 

DEMOBILISATION DIEFIOULTIES,

staff were absent in consequence, 

Every effort is being made to recon- 
struct the staff, and a long step would 
be anade towards @ remedy if demobilisa- 
tion could be burried. No fower than 
1,200 men went from one office and only 
bO have returned. That is fairly typical 
of the whole Post Office service. The 
War Office still requires the men in con- 
nection with communications, Another 
step towards solving the problem would 
be for the Government to reduce the 
number of messages. Tho Postmaster- 
General has made representations to the 
authorities on this section of the trouble, 
and improvement is mow «being mani- 
fested, To restore the pre-war xorvice the 
Government must curtail ite use of the 
wires and more men must be demohilised. 

Turning to cables, the most serious 
delays are probably in communications 
with Holland, and it has been suggested 
that wireless stations should be installed. 
The cables are jointly owned, and the 
Dutch Government would have to be con- 
sulted before any competing system could 
be brought into operation. There ore 
three cables, each one taking four wires. 
One cable is interrupted, and only four 
of the twelve wires are working, two of 
them, not at full capacity owing to faulty 
condition. The two wires provide eight 
channels, A cable ship is just off on 
repair work. During the war repairs 
were impossible, and the work is atill 
dangerous in consequence of stray mines. 

As regards France, delays are not 80 
much due to interruption a3 to the num- 
ber of wires allocated to special services; 
in other words, to tho Government in 
connection with the Poace Conferences. 
Others are solely used for military pur- 

oses, and some are reserved for tha 

‘vench Government. Little facility is 
left for the public. Interruptions to land 
lines are greater in France than in this 
country. 

There are serious delaya as regards dis- 
tant parts of the Empire and the Far 
East and Canada. Dolays on the Cana. 
dian cables have been cased by a reduc- 
tion of Government traffic. Four routes 
are atill interrupted, all starting from 
this country. The late spring, summer, 
and carly autumn are the seasons for 
cable repairing, such work having been 
regarded ns impossible during the winter ; 
but an Atlantic cable baa boen repaired 
during the past fow wooks, although it 
war 2,000 fathoms down. 

There has born great pressure, and} con- 
seqtiont delay, on available cables owin, 
to war conditions preventing tho uso o: 
that across the North Bei ‘hen ovorland 
by way of Potrograd and Viadivostock, 
to China nnd Japan, and another by way 
of Emden, ocross Germany, Warsow, 
Odcesn, along the Black Bon, Toheran, 
across Porsin, to Karachi, for Indian 
Tuossrges.

Tho Marquig of Crewe presiQed at the 
Soeiety of Arts on February 12th, at a 
lecturg delivered by Sir Frank Heath, 
seerelary of thg Department of Bcien- 
lifie and Lodustrial Research, on ‘ The 
Government and the Organisation of 
Beientifie Research."

and organisation of scientific research | 
hy direct State action. It appointed | 
an Advisory Council for  Sciontifia 
and Industrial Research, which would 
initiate proposaly of ita Own. The 
novel featute about thig council wag tho 
delegation of , the responsibility for 
thinking out u policy to a permanent 
body of experts who were tot Civil 
servants, and making this oxpett body 
an integral part of the machine by 
giving thom the services of the perman- 
ent gtafl of the department, and ping 
them continually informed of every 
departmental procedure. Tho intention | 
of the Government by the Order in 
Couneil of July 24th, 1915, wag to dvle- 
gule to the independent oxperta the daty 
of devising the methods by which gcien- 
life and industrial research should be 
encouraged and developed, and the | 
Advisory Council had carried this prin- 
eiply through in all the proposals which 
they had made. The Government were 
convinced that action wag needed in a 
number of directions which had hitherto 
beon neglected -in establishing new or 
developing existing institutions; for the 
scientific study ,of problema affecting 
particular industricg and trades, and, 
finally, it wae clear that the number of 
trained research ‘workers in the country 
was inadequate to our needs. Tho large 
plans advocated by the Advisory Coun- 
cil for the extension of research work 
would increase the demand for trained 
workers, The Government had already 
done something to help the young men 
and women in the universities and techai- 
cal colleges who had acquired enough | 
knowledge to begin research, or who mal 


shown! capacity for original investiga- 
tion, A sum of £10,000 wag spent in this 
direction in 1918, and now that men were 
returning in large numbors from the 
fighting services; to the colleges and uni-

INFORMATION CLEARING HOUSE, 
Dealing with the organisation of in.

The Department acted oa a 
clearing-housp of information for the 
associations. ‘Tho Advisory Council laid 
stress upon the representation of acience 
ug well as capital and management on 
the beard of directors, and they thought 
it desirable that there should be some 
representation, if possible, of akilled 
labour. The scheme also contemplated 
the establishment of a national associa: 
tion for the United Kingdom. There 
ery four associations already at work, 
fifteen more wore just coming into oxist- 
ence, and another eleven wore in the 
eurlier stages of formation.

ment by the hare thbat it took as scientific 
adviser to the Council of National De. 
fence, and in no sense a public depart 
ment. Ag he was one of thy people who 
was fortunate enough to be associated, 
with the origin of thig department, it 
had been a great pleasure for him to 
preside at that meeting, and he noticed 
that Lord Gainford, who was also con. 
cerned with it in the early stages of the 
department, wag present. It was only 
right ¢o aay that the original concoption 
of euch a department came from the 
Board of Education, but it was quite 
clear whon it came into being that it 
could not be a department of that Board. 
Its scope was far too wide, and ho was 
sure that the great industrial figures who 
played av large a part in ita operations 
would havo eegarded with suspicion its 
too choso attachment to the Board of 
Education.

TH® KOREAN SITUATION. 


AMERICAN MISSIONARIES 
ARRESTED BY JAPANESE. 


‘[FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. } 


Prxixa, April th. 

Very little news has been ailowed to 
pass out of the capital of Korea since 
April ist bat brief telegrams have in- 
dicated that conditions are as verious, A 
Korean who has just come from there, 
suid that many dead hodies were lying 
in the streets when he left. at the end of 
March, and conditions were awful. 

The Korean Daily News from April ist 
to 4th has not been allowed to come 
through. The issues of the 5th and 6th 
have come and give the following nows 
items, very briefly:—"1n the city, on 
April ist, between four and five thousand 
Koreans gathered in the hig stroet orying 
out ‘‘Man 8ci.” The soldiers fired on the 
werowd at once, killing over 60, over’ 70 
being severely wounded, and others being 
drrested.”” 

The paper gives reports from about 30 
country towns of continued demonstra- 
tions. At Tai Ku, where there is oa large 
mission station (American), at 3 p.m. on 
April 3rd, a large crowd of Korean 
children started out carrying paper flags 
and crying for Korean Independence. 
Same 10 or 20 of the children wore ar 
rested and punished 

At Ham Hung « big: haul was made, 
600 being arrested. The killed and 
wounded were not reported. 

At Pyeng Yang, all Christian schools 
are closed now, teachera and scholars 
having disappeared—whether killed, ar- 
rested, or whether they have run away 
it ig not known, 

There have been many more fires in 
Seoul, but, the Authorities do not state 
the enuse.

JAPAN AND THE SPREAD OF 
DEMOCRATIC IDEAS. 


paran still surveys the world in the light 
of her feudal paat--a fac, which is often 
overlooked owing to the venecr of modern 
civilisation with which she has covered 
her institutions. The wave of democracy 
which ig sweeping round the world has 
touched her upon this weak spot, causing 
koma heart-searching as to how far 
Japan ia qtill out of touch with the 
world.

For the must part Japan's history 
consists of the struggle between the rival 
clans to attain the temporal power, the 
Sovereign being a mere puppet in their 
hands, whose function was ty appoint 
officially the most successful of the clan 
leaders. Japan's three hundred years of 
peacg were duc tu a succession of tem 
poral rulers of more than cummon 
ability, who, by means of extraordinary 
safeguards including the holding of 
hostages, managed to keep all the other 
clans in awe, This was the feudal polity 
which was on its last legs when Admiral 
Perry went with hig “ black ships '’ to 
Japan some half a century ago. The 
tottering fabric necded but this lust 
touch to fall to the ground, but it would 
bo idle to regard that which then took 
its place as a new departure or even a 
return to a remote or vriginal polity 
from the upholding of which Japan had 
strayed. The temporal power was hand. 
ed ‘to the sacerdotal sovereign by the 
action of two clans, who were the leaders 
in the revolt against the Tokugawa rule 
The other clang agreed to thia course 
partly by force majeure and partly by 
the pressure of foreign influence em- 
phasising the need for internal cohesion. 
There was a last flicker of the old clan 
rivalry when ong of the clans, which had 
been chiefly instrumental in handing the 
temporal power to the Sovescign, endeav- 
oured to grasp the solo right of exercis- 
ing the temporal power. Thiy was 
defeuted, but the influence of the clan 
was hardly impaired, and to-day the rive 
or fal] of Governments in Japan repre- 
senta more or less closely the struggles 
of the rival clans. The difference is that 
the struggle ig now in the Council cham- 
ber and not on the field of battle. As in 
the case of other constitutional monar- 
chies, the Sovereign is in the hands of 
his advisers, and while having a nominal 
right of veto is hardly called upon to 
There isa form of veto, 
however, consisting in the issue of an 
Imperial Rescript, which has been used 
on several] occasions to overcome opposi- 
tion to the Government's plans, though 
not without considerable, if guarded, 
criticism. I¢ is in this that the feudal 
character of modern Japan’s polity re 
sides. As in ancient days the temporal 
ruler received from the sacerdotal ruler 
a mandate for the -suppression of any 
attempt to drive him from power, so to 
day the Government of Japan can call 
upon the Sovereign to cxcommunicate ite 
opponents, [xcommunication is really 
what it amounts to, since to offer opposi- 
tion to the sacerdotal power is an unfor- 
givable crime. In ancient Japan it was 
possible for two rival partic, to claim 
that they evere both fighting for tho 
upholding of the spiritual ruler—one 
side on the ground that it held n mandate 
te administer ‘the temporal power, and 
the other on the ground that the sacred- 
ness of the Sovereign’, rights had been in- 
fringed. This would seem to indloate,a 
sense of humour smong Japan’s ancient | 
warriors, since the driving of o rival from 
the position of temporal rulor was invori-

It will thus be scen 
how far Japan is from being in sympathy 
with the democratic ideas now spreading 
over the world and how perplexed is her 
attitude towads many of those problems 
which she is called upon to discuss at the 
Peace Conference,

DR. C: FORSYYTH'S 
DEPARTURE. 


PRESENTATION BY THE COM- 
MITTEE OF THE CHINESE 
HOSPITALS. 


At the Kwong Wah Hospital, yenterday 
evening, Dr. C. Forsyth, Honorary Medi- 
cal Buperintendent, who is shortly leay- 
ing for Home, was presented vith a hand- 
sone silver rose-bow! and a pir of vases 
by the Committee of the Tung Wab and 
Kwong Wah Hospitals, Those prescut 
ineluced Mersrs, Ho Kwong, Chan Kai 
ming, Ning Chi, Wong Yung Ki, Wong 
Tong, Chu Ping Law, Pang Sui Wan, 
Che Ka Po, Po Tze Tin, Ng Sai Kai, 
and Lo Tat Hing (directers of the Tung 
Wah and Kwong Wah Hospitals), and 
B.C. Wong, and Thomas, 

After the gathering had partaken of 
cake and tea, the Chairman, Mr. Ho 
Kwong, said: ~ Dr. Forsyth, 11 is my 
privilege lo ask you, on behalf of the past 
and present Directors and the members 
of the Advisory Board of the Tung Wah 
und Kwung Wah Hospitals, to accept this 
souvenir us u smaj) Loken of our deep 
apprecintion of the inestimable services 
yon have rendered to the Kwong Wah 
Hospital. For the long period of nine 
yeara—that is, ever since it was vpencd 
in 1910: -the Hospital has had the benefit 
of your professional services, except for 
short periods when you were absent from 
the Colony. Though having a large prac. 
tice of your own, you have contrived to 
give to the Hospital every day a great 
deal uf your valuable time in order to 
attend to the poor patients fur whom the 
Hospital was specially instituted. Por 
these services you have received absolutely 
mothing except the everlasting gratitude 
of the entire Chinese community, especi 
ally of those whose sufferings you have 
alleviated. We, whose dutics bring up 
into close contact with the Kwong Wah, 
know what heavy sacrifices you have made 
in the interests of the poor and with what 
success your work among them hus been 
attended. We desire tu avail ourselves of 
the occasion of your approaching depar. 
ture from theso shores on a jung holiday 
tu give expression, though in an inade- 
quate degree, to our feeling of decp grati- 
tude for your invaluable services tu the 
Hospital. We wish you and Mrs Forsyth 
a pleasant voyage, and sincerely hope 
that your holiday will soon restore you 
to perfect health. With these few re- 
marks, 1 ask you to accept these small 
gifts. (Applause). 

Dr. Forsyth, who was visibly moved, 
replied:~-Mr. Ho Kwong and gentlemen, 
it is particularly difficult for me to make 
a suitable acknowledgment of such- an 
excellent speech as that which has just 
been made by Mr. Ho Kwong, and for 
two reasons. Firstly, 1 am rather over- 
come by the occasion, as I have helped 
to build up this establishment and’ havo 
taken a very deep interest in it from its 
very beginning. My good friend, Mr. Chan 
Kai-ming, the original director of this 
hospital, was Chairman of the Tung Wah 
Committees at the time this hospital was 
instituted. All the various subsequent 
directors have always treated me with the 
greatest consideration and helped me in 
my work as much as possible til] recently 
—I will explain that in a moment or 
two, not in any sense in a spirit of 
oriticism, but in a spirit of helpfulness 
for the hospital itself. Secondly, my 
voico will not allow me to make an ade- 
quate reply, and it is out of the question.

Wong, who has thrown 
himeclf into the work in o most hearty 
manner; so much so, that, although IJ 
have not got the record at my fingers’ 
ends, I can assure you that an enormous 
number of paticnts are treated in this 
hospital during the course of the year. 
You cannot renlise the different districts 
from which the .paticnts come—by dis- 
tricts I mean distances, They come-froni 
Canton, from Cheung Chau, and even 
from places, the localities of which I do 
not know. Tho werk could not possibly 
have beon carried on in the manner it has 
been if I had not”had such splendid 
support from Dr. Wong. Mr. Ho 
Kwong’s remarks would make it ‘appear 
that tho sucocss of tho hospital was duo 
to my cfforta.” My efforts, onpecially in 
Intor years, hove boca mors jr the nature of 
supervision rather than oetual work, for 
tho simplo reason that it wns not, nooce- 
sary for moto bo present, beonuse J. could 
absolutely dopond upon Dr, -Wong’s skill 
and rely upon his being hera with tho 
utmost rogularity.

THE HIGHER CIVIL SERVICE. 


There has been much speculation as to 
how the Government would fill up the 
vacancies in the higher ranks of the’ 
Civil Service, so long overdue, whe 
temporary assistance had been dismissed 
and when the sénior members had gone 
into retirement. Ministers were pledged 
to reserve “these appointments for ex- 
vficers of the Army, Navy, and Air 
Force, and it ig likely that nearly four 
hundred appvintments in the Home, 
Indian, and Colonial Services will ‘ba 
filled by selection during the next two 
years, About a hundred ex-officers be. 
tween the ages of twenty-one and twenty- 
cight will be selected. for the Indian 
Civil Service in August. next, and prob- 
ably as many for the Home and Colonial 
Services. Formg uf application may be 
vblained from the Civil Service Commis- 
sion, and candidates must, have served for 
at least a year in the Forces. If the 
example of tho recent Foreign Office ad- 
missiona ig fdllowed, there will, bea 
qualifying examinatiun first, which will 
consist of an eysay, an elementary arith- 
metic paper, and two papers on general 
knowledge. When the hopeless casea have 
been thug weeded out, the remainder will 
appear before a selection board for an 
interview, and on this their success will 
depend. The Board will have before them . 
both tho scholastic and military records 
of the candida and will be influenced 
by these, ag well ag by the appearance 
and general savoir faire of the candidates 
before them. ‘For many years before the 
War the Authorities had been urged to 
combing an interview with the examina- 
tion ; for in so severe a competition as was 
that for the Higher Civi] Service, the’ - 
best. men did not necessarily gain the top 
places, and an interview would have been’ . 
a corrective to the inevitable chancesof 
an cxamination. It will bo’ interesting 
to ste if the success of this temporary 
scheme will induco the Authorities to con- 
tinue the plen.—Fz.

When the Ministry of Shipping requisi- 
aivned the liners carly in 1917, soon after 
it was formed, we dévormincd a rate of 
freight for North Atlantic cargoes which’ 
was estimated tv cover costs and make 
no profit. That rats was 40s. per ton.

Proved to be insufficient because of the, 
rapid rise in costs and because of the 
eneiny’s depredations. After carrying 
the cargoes for less than cost for some 
time, the Ministry of Shipping raised 
the rate again to cost level. The thing 
was worked out very carefully, with due 
regard to all the factors -of the case, at 
828, Gd. per ton, or a little more than 
déuble the old rate.

The scheme of 
the Act wue to ensure that the strike was 
the deliberate act of men acquainted with 
the jase involved, and not the result of 
sudden impulse, or of the activity of a

“AN the machinery for conciliation, 
for fixing a maximum standard for in.
